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• (LOU) At 1120, Embassy Bujumbura reported that they 
just received a radio report from the convoy. The RSO 
from Bujumbura has met up with the convoy in Butare, 
Rwanda (about 20 miles north of the border). The convoy 
contains close to 100 vehicles and 400 people.

• (LOU) The Task Force has instructed the convoy to 
provide radio reports to Embassy Bujumbura at least every

• (LOU) A group of expatriates (including five 
Americans) previously trapped in an orphanage outside 
Kigali are now proceeding south on the road toward the 
Akagera Game Park. They plan to meet up with a UN 
contingent staying at a hotel at the south side of the 
park. The Task Force is working to facilitate the 
link-up. (Nairobi 6345) 

• (LOU) Contrary to press reports of some violence in 
Burundi, Charge Lange in Bujumbura reports that the 
situation remains calm.
